Langford's priority 


Florene Langford, a candidate for student presid- 


ent/regent,-said she thinks equal representation of all 
students is an important aspect of the office. 


“It's important that the person who's going to re- 
present all the students be fair and be willing to give 
everybody a fair break,” she said. Langford said listen- 
ing is a vital part of representation. 


If elected as president, Langford said she would set 
up an open-door policy to facilitate that listening. “This 
would entail the posting of times and dates at the SG- 
UNO (student government) office that the president/re- 
gent would be available to listen to all comments, criti- 
cisms and grievances,” she said. She would also 
propose that senators post times and be available to 
their constituents. 


A twenty-year-old banking and finance major, 
Langford said students should be able to recognize 
their president. She said it was doubtful that many stu- 
dents would be able to recognize current President/Re- 
gent John Kirk. 


“That's why it’s important for you to go out and get 
a lot of personal contact with students. Not only that, 
but to attend meetings of other organizations on cam- 
pus to emphasize that you are willing to listen to them, 
to ne with them, to ensure that they’re being repres- 
ented.” 


Langford, in her third year at UNO, said the impor- 
tant issues facing student government now are the ban 
0n Controversial speakers, the new retention standards 
and increasing the funding of minority activities.

As a junior senator, Smith was the head of the 
budget committee. He was also Maverick Days parade 
chairman this year and was elected president of Sigma 
Tau Gamma fraternity. He is in charge of alumni rela- 
tions and also serves as social chairman for the fraterni- 
ty. 

Selected as that fraternity’s “Man of the Year” last 
April, Smith has also worked in helping plan Greek 
Week last spring. 

A full-time employee at First Westroads Bank, he 
plans to become a Certified Public Accountant for a 
public accounting firm after graduation. 

He said his biggest accomplishments have come 
while serving as treasurer and fraternity president. 

“| feel | turned around the fraternity chapter as 
president and when | was appointed as treasurer by 
Carol Treller last March, | had two and a half weeks to 
turn in a budget statement to the regents.

ACLU director: Liberties must be adapted

“None of the 18th century wri- 
ters of the constitution could 
have imagined the problems we 
Americans must face in the 
’80s,” said Ira Glasser, execu- 
tive director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) to 
a group at UNO last Friday. 


The role of the ACLU is to de- 
fend the individual rights gua- 
ranteed in the constitution. In 
the future, we must see adapta- 
tions of these civil liberties to 
our changing conditions, he 
said. 


“The courts have been gener- 
ally unsympathetic,” said 
Glasser. “They are conservative 
and tend to restrict the interpre- 


tation of the constitution to its 
18th century meanings.” 

“The ’80s will be crucial,” said 
Glasser. “People think our 
problems are minor now, but 
they are not.” Glasser thinks it 
will be difficult to implement the 
court rulings of the’50s and ’60s 
in our times. 


Discrimination against the 
physically handicapped, 
women, children, Indians, pri- 
soners, mental patients, and 
race discrimination are more 
apparent than ever in housing, 
schools, business, and our judi- 
cial system, he said. 


“The major piece of unfin- 
ished business in this country is 


the creation of a legal structure 
that is fair no matter what the 
color of your skin, what sex you 
are, or where you were born,” 
said Glasser. 

Equal opportunity will also 
remain an issue in the ’80s, he 
said. 


Another concern of the ACLU 
is the interpretation of the 
Fourth Amendment. It is literal- 
ly designed to protect your 
house, as the place where your 
own private information is kept, 
said Glasser, but today that in- 
formation is in the hands of 
third parties such as banks, po- 
lice records, and credit records. 


People can tell alot about you 


by looking at your canceled 
checks and your credit record. 
The problem is that you do not 
know who is looking at your re- 
cords. Such organizations as 
the IRS and the FBI have access 
to. this information under pres- 
ent laws and the ACLU hopes to 
change this, he said. 

Civil liberties is basically a 
local problem, explained 
Glasser, so the local community 
must get involved. One way is to 
join the ACLU, he said. 

Glasser has been executive 
director of the ACLU since Sep- 
tember, 1978. Previously, he 
was executive director of the 
New York Civil Liberties Union 
for eight years.

Will Fed,

Now we shall see if there are 
guts in high. places. Will the 
Federal Reserve and the White 
House hold to their policy or will 
they fold in the face of an upsy- 
downsy market? 

The pressure to bring interest 
rates down will be huge. High 
interest rates are as good as 
high oil prices to blame all our 
problems on, but don’t believe 
that high interest rates bring re- 
cessions any more than high oil 
prices do. 

If the prime interest rate, the 
rate most credit-worthy indus- 
trial Customers (i.e. General 
Motors, not Chrysler) pay for 
borrowing money, is up to 15 
percent, that is no reason to as- 
sume you'll be thrown out of 
work next week. 

In 1934 the prime rate was 
one and half percent. You can't 
get much lower than that and 
you can’t have many more peo- 
ple out of work than they had 
that year. U.S. Treasury bills, 
that is |OUs that come due in 
three months, have recently 
been paying in the neighbor- 
hood of 10 percent, a figure 
many men in the money world 
find appallingly high. In the bot- 
tom of the Great Depression, 
they were paying eight-tenths 
of one percent. 

When it comes to interest 
rates, how high is high? Any 
businessman will happily pay 
20 percent interest if he thinks 
he can make 21 percent on his 
borrowed money. As the mi- 
croscopic interest rates in the 
Depression show, cheap money 
is just as worthless as expensive 
money if you can’t figure out a 
way to turn a profit with it. 

For many corporations, of 
course, borrowing money at 15

gents, but other students, administrators and 
University bureaucracy. 

This brings us to Katie Rinn and Mike 
Smith. Both have extensive student govern- 
ment experience, both have been on the Sen- 
ate three years. Both currently hold high- 
level positions — Rinn, Senate Speaker and 
Smith, Senate Treasurer. Both take similar 
stands on the major issues; both are capable. 

Smith was impressive in his role as Stu- 
dent Budget Activities Commission (SABC) 
chairman, proving his organizational capa- 
bilities.

Because of his performance as SABC 
chairman, and our belief that he would be an 
open, accessible-student president/regent, 
we support Smith. 


White House hold to money policy? 


percent is borrowing it at very 
advantageous prices. The infla- 
tion rate is 14 percent, so the 
real interest they’re paying is 
zero; since interest payments 
are tax deductible as a cost of 
doing business, a company ac- 
tually ends up making a, profit 
by borrowing, even at what are 
called these high rates. 

lf the Federal Reserve Board 
wanted to make a serious run at 
stopping inflation, it had no 
choice but to let interest rates 
go whereever the market takes 
them. It had been battling to 
keep the rates down by increas- 
ing the supply of money on the 
same theory that the price of 
wheat goes down when there is 
a bumper crop. 

But money doesn’t necessari- 
ly obey the law of supply and 
demand, because, when the 
Fed prints more money to keep 
down the interest rates, it 
cheapens the purchasing 


power of money and fuels infla- 
tion. Lenders react to that by 
hiking interest rates; in the past, 
this has then pushed the Fed 
into printing more money to get 
the rates down. 

It is this downward spiral that 
the Fed says it’s abandoning. 
From now on, it promises to 
concentrate on guarding 
against excessive additions to 
the money supply, even if that 
means temporarily higher inter- 
est. : 

It’s one thing to make the an- 
nouncement and another to 
have anybody believe you. The 
publication of the news of the 
Fed's change in policy was im- 
mediately followed by a mas- 
sive parachute jump out of dol- 
lars into other currencies or 
gold. 

As long as the employment 
figures hold and the hysterics 
on Wall Street don’t ruin the 
stock market, the Fed should be 


able to stay on its course, the and we'll find out if there are 
only one that can end inflation.

McClurg: More permits stolen 


More faculty/staff and student parking stickers have been stol- 
en. or lost so far this year than last year, according to Verne 
McClurg, director of Campus Security at UNO. 

McClurg said that 17 or 18 stickers” have been stolen on and 
off-campus sites, compared with “not more than three or four” for 
the entire 1978-79 academic year. 

McClurg said the permits disappear when drivers don’t lock 
their car doors. The permits taken and lost are those encased in 
plastic that hang from the rear-view mirror. 

The type of permits that attach to a bumper are made “to come 
off in little pieces” if someone tries to peel them off, McClurg said. 


He estimates that of those 17 stickers, six were lost, and the 
rest stolen. Some of the lost stickers could have blown out win- 
dows, he said.

“As far as controversial speakers are concerned, | 
am opposed to the present regulation of not funding 
controversial speakers with student fees,” Langford 
said. “Part of the purpose of post-secondary education 
is to enrich the student by giving him a broad perspec- 
tive, and not a narrow one, of the world.” 


“However,” Langford said, “| think it’s important 
that we do get both sides of the issue represented so the 
student would then be able to form his or her own opin- 
ions. 


“When | came to college, | didn’t want to get a slant- 
ed view of anything,” Langford said. “| wanted to be 
able to make my own decisions about how | felt on var- 
ious issues, not for someone else to decide for me and 
not for someone else to have the right to censor what | 
would or would not be subjected to.” 


Langford, a former Central High debater and aspir- 
ing lawyer, said topics she would like to see discussed 
include nuclear energy, abortion and the handling of 
the Lewis and Clark teacher Diana Hanson case by the 
Board of Education. 


Another area which needs to be worked on, Lang- 
ford said, is the new retention standards issue which “is 
going to have a definite impact on the students. 


“| agree that we should begin upgrading our aca- 
demic standards, but the root of the problem is misedu- 
cation in the junior high and high school levels,” Lang- 
ford said. “If students received an adequate education 
in those levels, then they wouldn't have any problems 
on a post-secondary level.” 


“| want to propose an intensive, free tutorial service 
along with emphasizing the present tutorial services 
available, so that those most affected will be able to get 
the help they need to bring up their GPA (grade point 
average) to meet these new guidelines. 


“Another proposal is that we increase funding for 


minority activities such as United Minority Students, 
International Students Organization and the African 
Student Organization,” she said. Langford said the ac- 
tivities of these groups are for the benefit of all. “By 
promoting these activities, it would eliminate the ste- 
reotypes that people have of different racial and cultu- 
ral groups. 


“I! think the students at UNO see everything in 
terms of black and white,” Langford said. “If someoneis 
black, they (students) think that she has to stand for 
this, and if someoneis white, they have tos tand for that. 
They seem to think there’s no median between the two.” 


__ Langford said, “I think that this is a good opportun- 
ity for me to point out that even though I’m black, I stand 
for fairness for everyone.” 


Langford foresees little difficulty in dealing with 
the Board of Regents. “There has been some problem 
not so much in relating to them, but in conveying to 
them what the students want. What the students want 
a what the regents want are sometimes two different 

ings.” 


She also thinks student regents should have an 
actual vote in formulating policies. “The title of the job 
is: student president-slash-regent.” 


Petitioning the legislature for more tax funds rather 
than increasing tuition is another goal of Langford. 


Noting her lack of involvement in student govern- 
ment thus far, Langford said, “The other candidates 
have been involved and there hasn't been any signifi- 
cant action as a result of their participation.” 


Langford, a member of the Mid-City Business and 
Professional Association, the American Institute of 
Banking and the Urban League of Nebraska, said, “We 
need a new face in government, someone willing to 
innovate. And | want to be that person.”

has also served on several sorority committees. 

But her main interest lies within the student go- 
vernment, to which she has been “very dedicated.” 

“I’ve missed only one student senate meeting since 
I’ve been at UNO, and that was excused. It’s not that my 
life is that boring, it’s just that | feel it’s important to be 
apprised, to be up on everything that’s going on.” 

Rinn, whose campaign manager is current Student 
President/Regent John Kirk, expects most of her sup- 
port to come from “Pen and Sword, the Greeks (sorority 
and fraternity members) and a lot of non-Greeks that 
I'm familiar with around campus. 

“I also feel | have some name recognition going for 
me,” she said. 

Rinn expects opposition from a “small faction” 
within the Student Senate. “There is a little group that 
doesn’t like Mark (Magliery, a Rinn appointee to the 
Chief Administrative Officer post), John (Kirk) or me.” 

The candidate listed parking, land acquisition, a 
recent aboriton ruling by the regents, the controversial 
speaker debate, tuition hikes and teacher evaluations 
as significant campaign issues. 

She said she “could have strangled them (regents)” 
for dropping the land acquisition from fourth on the 
priority list to 13th at the October meeting. 

“It's been on the agenda for three years and then 
they drop it like that.” 

Several regents said UNO expansion was unneces- 
sary because the campus enrollment wasn’t near 
20,000. 

Rinn called that “an arbitrary figure.” 

“It’s better to plan bigger than you need so you can 
expand. We passed up a good opportunity to buy land 
from homeowners near campus. We could use it for 
parking space without a doubt. 

On another issue, Rinn said she was “glad to hear” 
that the regents barred all non-therapeutic abortions at 
the Medical Center. That ruling, brought about by the 
recent birth of a fetus during an abortion at the Medical 
Center, could “cause quite a few semantic battles,” 


Rinn said. 


THEGATEWAY — 


“I’m vehemently opposed to abortion. That may put 
me in an awkward position because | don’t know how a 
majority of others feel about it. | realize it was the only 
place in the state that would perform second-trimester 
abortions. 

“Despite my personal feelings, however, | realize 
too that | should be representative of the student body’s 
feelings. | was glad to hear it, though, because those 
abortions are paid for-by tax dollars from people who 
may oppose abortion.” 

On the issue of controversial speakers appearing at 
UNO, Rinn said she favors a “balanced program” wher- 
eby speakers of opposing views would be brought to 
campus. 

“| do believe, ideally, it should be handled by the 
SPO (Student Programming Organization) rather than 
appointing acommittee to handle it.

But her main interest lies within the student go- 
vernment, to which she has been “very dedicated.” 

“I’ve missed only one student senate meeting since 
I’ve been at UNO, and that was excused. It’s not that my 
life is that boring, it’s just that | feel it’s important to be 
apprised, to be up on everything that’s going on.” 

Rinn, whose campaign manager is current Student 
President/Regent John Kirk, expects most of her sup- 
port to come from “Pen and Sword, the Greeks (sorority 
and fraternity members) and a lot of non-Greeks that 
I'm familiar with around campus. 

“I also feel | have some name recognition going for 
me,” she said. 

Rinn expects opposition from a “small faction” 
within the Student Senate. “There is a little group that 
doesn’t like Mark (Magliery, a Rinn appointee to the 
Chief Administrative Officer post), John (Kirk) or me.” 

The candidate listed parking, land acquisition, a 
recent aboriton ruling by the regents, the controversial 
speaker debate, tuition hikes and teacher evaluations 
as significant campaign issues. 

She said she “could have strangled them (regents)” 
for dropping the land acquisition from fourth on the 
priority list to 13th at the October meeting. 

“It's been on the agenda for three years and then 
they drop it like that.” 

Several regents said UNO expansion was unneces- 
sary because the campus enrollment wasn’t near 
20,000. 

Rinn called that “an arbitrary figure.” 

“It’s better to plan bigger than you need so you can 
expand. We passed up a good opportunity to buy land 
from homeowners near campus. We could use it for 
parking space without a doubt. 

On another issue, Rinn said she was “glad to hear” 
that the regents barred all non-therapeutic abortions at 
the Medical Center. That ruling, brought about by the 
recent birth of a fetus during an abortion at the Medical 
Center, could “cause quite a few semantic battles,” 


Rinn said. 


THEGATEWAY — 


“I’m vehemently opposed to abortion. That may put 
me in an awkward position because | don’t know how a 
majority of others feel about it. | realize it was the only 
place in the state that would perform second-trimester 
abortions. 

“Despite my personal feelings, however, | realize 
too that | should be representative of the student body’s 
feelings. | was glad to hear it, though, because those 
abortions are paid for-by tax dollars from people who 
may oppose abortion.” 

On the issue of controversial speakers appearing at 
UNO, Rinn said she favors a “balanced program” wher- 
eby speakers of opposing views would be brought to 
campus. 

“| do believe, ideally, it should be handled by the 
SPO (Student Programming Organization) rather than 
appointing acommittee to handle it. If that didn’t work, | 
might try the committee route, but I’m a believer in 
working to improve what you have rather than building 
something else from scratch, in this situation.”
